These evolutions have taken place 
period years and reflect the progress made 
laboratory procedures, investigative tech- 
and education.

1,805 cases with 436 deaths 1914 there has 
Deen steady decline except for the celebrated water 
and milk epidemic Santa Ana 1925. With this 
incidence, typhoid fever becoming medi- 
fal curiosity and seldom considered the initial 
examination febrile patient.

These reports consistently note that the usual 500 
deaths from typhoid fever occurred each year. 
interesting note that these early reports constantly 
referred the pollution water human excreta, 
the dangers milk and the lack education 
these matters. Yet late 1932 pollution river 
waters continued major source typhoid fever. 


Water-borne Typhoid Fever 


The problem river pollution started with the 
pioneers who preferred establish settlements near 
river stream. the towns grew, the waterways 
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gradually became the source drinking water well 
repositories for sewage. result, the nearer the 
town was the mouth the river, the greater the 
chance for polluted water supply. 

the delta region the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin Rivers there was excellent example this 
effect the typhoid fever. the four- 
year period from 1924 1929, cases 
typhoid fever originated this area. 1930 pro- 
gram directed improvement the water supply, 
camp and agricultural sanitation, and immuniza- 
tion resulted the virtual disappearance typhoid 
fever from this region. 

Water-borne outbreaks urban areas have become 
rare not The improvement water supplies 
and sewage disposal systems leaves only the possibility 
mechanical breakdown, accidental intentional, 
produce outbreak from these sources those 
areas. 

Less progress has been made the rural areas. Un- 
treated water from polluted potentially polluted 
streams still being used for purposes. Wells 
are not always properly constructed and frequently 
are situated with complete disregard nearby cess- 
pool privy. Small outbreaks from these sources are

Milk-borne Typhoid Fever 


Before pasteurization was accepted, before regula- 
tions requiring sterilization utensils were adopted 
and before general control measures were instituted, 
milk was major source typhoid infections. 

Several outbreaks resulting from contaminated milk 
are record. Some were traced carrier working 
dairy, and some were traced the simple fact that 
utensils were rinsed nearby ditch which served 
sewer outlet. 

Such are longer usual but the possi- 
bility still remains. Sixty-three cases typhoid fever 
were reported from urban area not many years 
ago. The only common factor was pasteurized milk 
supply. investigation the dairy plant defects 
pasteurization were noted but two employees were 
found One had little contact with 
the milk. The other worked the bottling and capping 
machine. When the amount pasteurized milk 
bottled and capped reached low level this machine 
did not function. The therefore, manually 
filled and capped (and contaminated) the last six 
seven bottles each batch pasteurized milk. 

Dairy products foods containing dairy products 
are more frequently implicated now than milk itself, 
and outbreaks from such sources are usually traced

Carriers 


With the reduction water-borne and 
epidemics, the carrier has become the most 
tant source infection. Present-day outbreaks 
ally concern family groups groups persons with 
common interest—the classic church supper, for ex. 
ample. Frequently the carrier the cook, grand. 
mother or, more recently, relative who has 
admitted this Country displaced person. 

Tracing the infection its source, the carrier, has 
been made much easier and more accurate phage 
typing. This test, which identifies the type 
typhoid bacillus, invaluable aid the 
gator. few months ago the State Department 
Public Health received reports from three widely 
separated counties six cases typhoid fever, all 
caused Phage Type organisms. This 
along with the dates onset, indicated possible con- 
mon souree. Investigation revealed that all the 
patients had vacationed the same resort where the 
water supply was from well located alongside and 
downhill from the cesspool. previously unknown 
carrier with Type organisms had been the resort 
the same time the persons who became ill, and had 
been having bouts diarrhea that time. 

During another investigation series cases all 
patients were found have Type infection, except 
one child who had Type further investigation 
the grandparents this child were found 
Type organisms.

Regulations Adopted State Board 
Regarding Laboratory Animals 


The State Board Public Health has adopted regu- 
lations giving detailed application the law relating 
laboratory animals which was adopted the 1951 
Legislature. 

The new regulations, administered the State 
Department Public Health, are California’s first 
uniform code governing the care animals used 
laboratory research. Among salient provisions are the 
following 

Any person using animals for the diagnosis 
disease, for educational purposes, for research, 
must have the approval the department. 

Such approval may denied any person who 
fails see that animals are kindly treated, are 
well fed and that their quarters are clean, prop- 
erly lighted and maintained proper tempera- 
ture. Humane use the animal also mandatory. 

Those who handle the animals shall chosen for 

their dependability and liking for animals.

the end experimentation, which with few 
exceptions shall upon anesthetized animal, 
the animal must either painlessly destroyed 
given care equal that given human beings after 
operation. 

Monthly reports shall required the total 
number animals kept any laboratory and 
the use and disposition the animals. 


The State Department Public Health now 
processing applications, required the new law, 
which are being received from laboratories which keep 
animals for the purposes mentioned above.

Botulism Claims Two Victims 


Botulism has caused two deaths Walnut Park, 
Los Angeles County. third victim expected 
recover. Home-canned mushrooms were the suspected 
food and laboratory analysis confirmed the presence 
Type botulinus toxin them. This toxin 
unusual for California, where Type usually 
found. Investigation showed that the mushrooms were 
purchased market which had imported them 
the Midwest. The fact that they were not local origin 
may account for the finding Type 

the eight people who attended midday meal 
which the home-canned mushrooms were served, only 
three ate them. One became ill 6.30 the next morning 
another half hour later and the third 7.30 
All awakened with symptoms dizziness, double vis 
ion, general muscular weakness, and difficulty 
and swallowing. The first case was hospitalized that 
night and died within minutes after admission. The 
other two were taken the hospital the following day. 
these one lived five days and appeared recover- 
ing when death came suddenly. The other was 
ering latest report. 

The mushrooms were prepared being boiled for 
minutes salted water drained, placed 
covered with olive oil, small amount vinegar and 
bay leaf added and the jars sealed.

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Bayard Rhone, New Municipal Judge, 
Commended State Board 


Mr. Bayard Rhone, deputy the Attorney Gen- 
since 1933 and for many years the legal 
representative for the State Department Public 
Health Southern California, has been appointed 
Judge the Municipal Court Los Angeles Gov- 
enor Warren.

The letter states that the board’s opinion ‘‘if 
this had not been done the area Los Angeles and 
surrounding areas would have been most difficult 
position insofar the disposal their sewage con- 
cerned, and would have been subjected possible 
epidemics because the lack such sewage treatment 
plants. For period several years was necessary 
quarantine large areas the beach from Santa 
Monica south and thereby prevent its use the tourists 
and population Southern California because 
raw sewage was being discharged into the ocean and 
was completely contaminating the beach waters well 
the beach 

least miles beach Santa Monica Bay were 
polluted the discharge sewage. the end the 
war and 1946 the population had increased, and, con- 
sequently, the sewage discharge also increased that 
the pollution extended some miles. That additional 
area was also placed under quarantine. 

The court case was tried November and December, 
1945. Judgment favor the State was entered 
January 31, 1946, and was later upheld the State 
Supreme Court. Petition for writ review was denied 
the Supreme Court October 25, 1948. The 
court ordered all defendants permanently enjoined 
from maintaining sewerage facilities without permit 
from the State Department Public Health, which, 
effect, the defendants build the Hyperion 
sewage treatment plant. 

Beginning the spring 1946, under the judgment, 
were installed and the sewage was chlorin- 
ated, which resulted down the field pollu- 
tion. Construction the Hyperion treatment plant was 
started immediately, and after several delays, due 


part coal and steel strikes, the plant was placed 
partial operation May, 1950. From time time 
thereafter additional parts were placed operation. 
the summer 1951 there was further pollution 
the beach, and the quarantines were lifted. 

One aspect the case, contempt action against two 
the defendants, the City Vernon and Culver City, 
for refusal obey the judgment has only recently been 
upheld the State Supreme Court and now before 
the Supreme Court. 

The court decision the Los Angeles case has 
demonstrated city officials that their duty pre- 
injunction. The effect the Los Angeles case has been 
felt throughout the State improving sanitation con- 
ditions.

Cases Mental Hospitals 
Reviewed Department 


All eases active and inactive tuberculosis the 
mental hospitals the State Department Mental 
Hygiene have been reviewed the State Department 
Health. Three physicians from the Bureau 
Tuberculosis Control studied the X-ray films and 
charts approximately 3,100 known suspected 
tuberculosis patients, then divided all into three 
categories according the need for isolation. Patients 
found presumptively active totaled 844, 
and those recently active, whose disease had been 
far advanced but now appeared inactive, numbered 776. 
For these two groups, which compose about 
the total hospital population, strict isolation was 
advised. The third group 1,000 patients were healed 
minimals,’’ and the option their isolation was left 
the judgment each hospital, depending available 
facilities. remainder some 500 patients, formerly 
diagnosed tuberculous, either showed negative films 
upon review symptoms were ascribeable other 
diseases. This group was removed from the listing, and 
did not require isolation. 

This study felt both state departments have 
had several virtues. has helped the mental hospitals 
determine their need for isolation quarters. was 
equivalent medical consultation each the 
patients for whom staff physicians the hospitals are 
responsible. Also, more intimate knowledge the 
tuberculosis problem California’s mental hospitals 
was gained the State Department Health, 
thus placing the Bureau Tuberculosis Control 
better position give advice regard therapy and 
many other aspects the medical care tuberculous 
mental patients. 

The majority the tuberculosis cases covered 
the review were originally discovered the periodic 
X-ray surveys conducted state institutions 
the Bureau Control. Rewards the 
recently-completed review are felt warrant planning 
for repetition some future date. 


State Rabies Advisory Council 
Proposes State Legislation 


Eleven organizations met recently with the State 
Department Public Health form ‘‘State-wide 
Rabies Advisory Council’’ which will help develop and 
propose mutually agreeable state legislation for the 
control rabies. 

Need for such law has been felt increasingly for 
several years state and local health departments. 
These public health authorities have taken the initia- 
tive the matter, and for the past year the State 
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Department Public Health has been working with 
agricultural, dog breeding and humane groups en- 
courage their cooperation planning and supporting 
the legislation believed necessary for adequate control 
rabies California.
